These are supplemented by some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals) and by estimates 
of the number of employees outside the scope of the main sources.

2. The Consumer Price Index measures variations in prices of commodities and services as affecting a high 
Proportion of the expenditure of wage earner households. Changes in the pattern of this expenditure since 1950 
have been reflected in the Index by the introduction of additional items and altered weighting patterns. The new 
Index is more comprehensive than the earlier indexes.
